THAT PROPERTY LISTED IN EXHIBIT 1 OF THIS RESOLUTION IS DECLARED TO BE SURPLUS PROPERTY.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED THAT SAID PROPERTY SHALL BE DISPOSED OF BY ONLINE AUCTION OR ANY OTHER
MEANS IN ACCORDANCE WITH STATE LAW AND THE CITY’S PURCHASING POLICY.

A RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE CITY MANAGER TO COMPLETE ALL STEPS NECESSARY FOR THE CITY OF
